whose daughter is the wife of O’Brien. 
On Monday they came to Paris, and 
thence proceeded to Raffalovich’s 
country house at Gif, in tue depart- 
ment of Seine et Oise, and returned to 
Paris last night. Their address in the 
city is a secret, 

Ifthe news received from America 
is favorable to an Irish mission to that 
country, they will start for New York 
at the end of this week. If it becomes 
manifest that it is their intention to 
remain in Paris the Government will 
request them to leave. 

Rumors are in circulation that Raf- 
falovich and the mem bers of his family 
declare that Dillon and O’Brien have 
not been in France, and assert tbat 
they have sailed for America. 

Dupum, Oct. 15.—The telegraph 
says Dillon and O’Brien arrived at 
Cherbourg on board a yacht and are 
stopping at a hotel at that place.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


They Meet in Convention te Piace 
a Ticket in the Field. 


The Prohibitionists met in Conven- 
tion this morning and elected Rev. T. 
Magill Chairman, E. W. Taylor Sec- 
retary, and F. M. Peck Assistant Sec- 
retary. 

The Committee on Resolutions and 


| Platform reported the following, which 


was adopted, and the Convention ad- 
journed until 1.0’clock : 

The Prohibition party, by its repre- 
sentatives in convention assembled, 
recognizing Almighty God as the 
source and power of human govern- 
ment, declares: 

First—That the traffic in intoxicat- 
ing liquors as a beverage is the prolific 
source of poverty and crime; that it 
fosters idleness, vice and all that is 
inimical to the happiness of the indi- 
vidual, the purity of fhe home and 
the moral and financial welfare of the 
State. 

Second—That we are unalterably 
opposed to any law, by what- 
ever name it may be called, 
that legalizes this traffic, and 
and maintain that the policy’ oef.the 
Government should be that of its en- 
tire prohibition by laws faithfully 
enforced, to which policy the Prohi- 
bition party stands uncompromising] y 
committed. 

Third—That we endorse the plat- 
form of the National Prohibition party. 

Fourth—That retrenchment and a 
wise economy in the administration of 
our public affairs are imperatively 
necessary, and to this end we favor 
the calling of a convention at the ear- 
liest day to amend our State Consti- 
tution. ) 

Fifth—We are unalterably opposed 
to mono-metallism and favor the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. 

Sixth—We favor such legislation, 
State or National, as may be necessary 
for the storage of our waste waters for 
the use of the people in the reclama- 
tion of our arid lands. 

Seventh—We deem a pure ballot 
and a fair count as necessary to insure 
the perpetuity of our system of govern- 
ment, as the introduction of the 
Australian ballot system and the dis- 
franchisement for all time of men 
who, directly or indirectly, buy or sell 


votes. 

Eighth—We favor only the rule of 

the p2ople, and stand unalterably op- 
to.ring rule, bossism or the con- 
trol of the State by corporations. 

Ninth—We deen atarifffor revenue, 
adjusted so far as is possible to enable 
American industry to compete with 
that of Europe a necessity, but do not 
deem it less essential t» protect the 
wage earner and toiling masses from 
the competition of cheap foreign labor. 

Tenth—That the School Fund of the 
State should be held inviolable as a 
sacred trust to be used only for the 
furtherance of the cause of education. 

Eleventh—That we deprecate and 
condemn the action of our last Legis- 
lature in trying ts fasten upon the 
State an infamous lotfery scheme, 
much to the detriment of its morais 
and general prosperity, and we pl 
ourselves to oppose by ev lawful 
means all that would hinder the moral 
and general welfare of the le or 
further tarnish the name of our State. 

Twelfth—We favor only the election 
for public office of men o and 
moral principle and men whose inter- 
ests are fully identified with the inter- 
ests of the State.

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 


4 Mine of Information Condensed Into 


Instructive Sentences — 
The sea occupies three-fifths of the 


surface of the earth. At the depth of 
about 3,500 feet waves are not felt. The 
temperature is the same, varying only a 
trifle from the ice of the pole to the 
burning sun of the equator. A mile 
djown the water has a pressure of over a 
ton to the squareinch If a box 6 feet 
jeep were filled with sea water al- 
lowed to evaporate under the sun, there 
would be 2 inches of salt left on the bot- 
tom. Taking the average depth of the 
ocean to be three miles, there would be 
a layer of pure salp@30 feet thick on the 
bed of the Atlanti¢, « The water is cold- 
er at the bottom thafiistthe surface. In 
the many bays on the coast of Norway 
the water often freezes at the bottom 
before it does above. Waves are very 
deceptive. To look at them ina storm 
one would think the water traveled. 
The water staystin @e same place, but 
the motion goes on. Sometimes in 
storms these waves are 40 feet high, end 
trave) fifty miles an hour—more than 
twice as fast as the swiftest steamehip. 
The distance from valley to valley is 
generally fifteem times the height, 
hence a wave 5 feet high will extend 
over 75 feet of water. The force of 
the sea dashing on Bell Rock is said 
to be seventeen toms for each 
square yard. Evaporation is a wonder- 
ful power in drawing the water from 
the sea. Every year a layerof the en- 
tire sea, 14 feet thick; is taken up into 
the clouds. The winds bear their 
burden into the land, and the water 
comes down in rain upon the fields, to 
flow back at last through rivers. 
depth of the sea present an interesting 
problem, If the Atlantie were lowered 
from 6,564 feet, the distamée from shore 
to shore would be half as great, or 1,500 
miles. If lowered a little more than 
three miles, say 19,680 feet, there 
would be a road of dry land from New- 
foundland to Ireland. This is the plain 
on which the great Atlantic cables 
were laid. The Mediterranean is com- 
paratively shallow. A drying up of 660 
fect would leave three different seas, 
and Africa would be joined with Italy. 
The British channel is more like a 
pond, which accounts for its choppy 
waves. It has been found difficult to 

t the correct soundings of the At- 
lantic. A midshipman of the navy 
overcame the difficulty, andshot weigh- 
ing 40 pounds carries down the line. A 
hole is bored through the sinker, 
through which arod of iron is passed, 
moving easily back and forth. In the 
end of the bar a cup is dug out, and the 
inside coated with lard. The bar is 
made fast to the line, and a sling holds 
the shoton. When the bar, which ex- 
tends below the ball, touches the earth, 
the sling unhooks, and the shot slides 
off. The lard in the end of the bar 
holds some of the sand, or whatever 
may be on the bottom, and a drop shuts 
over the cup to keep the water roe 
washing the sand out. When the groun 
is reached a shock is felt, as if an elec- 
tric current had passed through the 
line.

Remains of a Civilization of Re- 
mote Antiquity. 


Mysterieus Ruins Found in Pisces Inhab- 
ited at This Day by Tattooed Sav 
ages—A Great Field for Lovers 
of Archaeology.

Modern science, which has brought w 
light buried Troy, reveale@ the place of 
ancient Babylon, untombed the mummy 
of the Pharaoh of Moses, and constructed 
somewhat of a history for the Aztecs 
and the mound-builders, stands baffled 
before the mysterious ruins of the Pa- 
cific Sea islands, writes a correspondent 
of the Chicago News. 


Kusaie, otherwise known as Strong Is- 
land, of the Caroline archipelago, with 
a circumference of fifty miles, is covered 
with massive ruins of a remote date. 
They bear the outlines of fortifications, 
and are built of stones ten feet long,

ands, and is covered with remains of a 
pre-historic civilization of which every 
record buf that of stone has perished. 

At the southwest end of the island 
there are to be found the ruins of nearly 
a hundred stone houses, built in regu- 
lar lines and facing the sea. The walls 
of these houses are five feet thick and 
over five feet high, built of layers of 
flat stones and lined inside with flat 
slabs. Internally the houses measure 
about forty feet long by thirteen feet 
wide, and they are roofed over with 
slabs overlapping like tiles. The in- 
side walls are painted in three colors— 
red, black and white—with figures of 
birds and mystic beasts and faces, and 
geometrical figures. In one of these 
houses was found a curious stone statue, 
eight feet high, and weighing about 
four tons, which is nowin the British 
Museum. 

The sea-cliffs near this ancient settle- 
ment are carved into grotesque shapes 
not unlike the paintings on the walls, 
and the coast is marked with hundreds 
of these strange sculptures. 

Again, on each headland of the island 
there is an enormous stone platform, 
built of hewn blocks of great size fitted 
together without cement. 


the seaward side a wall-face twenty or 


thirty feet high and two or three hun- | 


dred feet long, and on the landward side 
a wall of about three feet in height ris- 
ing from a leveled terrace. 

Upon these platforms are stone pedes- 
tals which have supported images, and 
on some broken figures remain. Onone 
platform fifteen images were found, in 
size ranging from three to thirty-five 
feet in height. They are of human 
shape, representing the upper part of 
the body only, with arms and hands 
close to the sides. The heads are cut 
flat to allow of crowns being placed on 
them, which crowns seem to have been 
made, not of the same material as the 
statues, but of red tufa. This has been 
traced to an extinct crater within a few 
miles of the houses,and on the brink of 
this cratera large number of crowns 
were fuund, finished and ready for re- 
moval before some strange fate depeo- 
pled the island of these ancient wor 
shipers. 

The images themselves are made of 
gray lava, which is only found at quite 
another crater at the other end of the 
island. At this crater—called 
there are several finished and partly 
finished images, justas they were left 
by the workmen. The head of one 
of these measures twenty feet from 
the nape of the neck to. the 
crown. The faces of the images 
have well-defined features, with thin 
lips, bread noses, expanded nostrils, 
and a general disdainful expression. It 
is believed, from the appearance of the 
eye-sockets, thet obsidian eyeballs were 
intended to be inserted. The ears are 
very carefully carved, and are promi- 
nent. 

There are also, in different parts of 


| the island, wooden tablets covered with 
hiero- | 


curious carvings and strange 
glyphics, which no one can explain. 


At Oparo, or Rapaiti, Captain Vine | 


Hall found a temple, or castle, in five 
stages, surrounded by walls which in- 
close stone houses, and also square plat- 
forms of stone on the sides of one of 
the hills, similar to those on Easter 
island. This isle is 2,000 miles from 
Panape, but the inhabitants of the lat- 
ter say their ancestors came from Oparo. 

Who were these ancient pcople? The 
ruins present an antiquity equal to that 
of the prebistoric civilizations of Amer- 
The present inhabitants are sim- 
ply tattooed savages. The ancient race 
possessed intelligence far beyond any 
thing now found in the Pacific; had 


ideas of architecture, sculpture, paint- 


ing and engineering and an elaborate 
religion. Archmologists and ethnolo- 
gists have given us no light yet. The 
mystery of the Pacific awaits solution.
